Among the bills signed was House Bill 206, a comprehensive education bill designed for the betterment of children, teachers, and the entire education community.

West Virginians," Gov. Justice said. "I am really pleased with where we got to at the end of the day and I commend the Senate and the House for working with me to come to a 
compromise that will result in a big win for the entire education community and all West Virginians."
